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Market Shooting-Big Bags—The Waste of Oame-Etc. 

lo A late article la theCnicAGo Kiblo ou game lawa I said some 
tblegSi which, as far ae CalKorola Is concerued, require sotne 
slight qiodIBcatloa; and as the question is one that may lead to 
some discussion In your columns, I will Uke occasion to define 
explicitly my position upon market shooting and what Is called 
**pot” shooting. In this position, I believe, I represeut a large 
proportion of the liberal-minded sportsmen of our country. 

What are the objections to market sbootlogt Some of them 
are so supremely contemptible, that they excite only the most 
stubborn resistance to all attempts to lufuse any sense of proprie¬ 
ty Into the market shooter and “ pot" shooter. 

First Is that of the velveteen-jacketed chap, who is eternally 
talking about “ fine eating," Inquiring whether the “ birds are fat 
yet,” comparing flavors of different birds and different modes of 
cooking, gabbling about “quail on toast," etc.. He Is the chap 
who buys birds when be goes bunting and has bad luck, the chap 
who always orders game at the hotel or restaurant, who winks 
slyly at the landlord and whispers about “owls," “snipes,” etc.. 
In the close season. 

And, oh how be hates the poor market shooter, and the poor 
settler who, to save ammunition, unblueblngly “pots" a lot of 
quails at one shot, no matter who Is looking on. Instead of wait¬ 
ing, as our “quall-on-toast" man does, until he Is alone I Yes, 
he bates and abuses the poor market shooter because he tells bis 
game. The market shooter may hunt almost entirely from the 
love of It, be may have a far keener appreciation of nature’s 
charms than the most fashionable rndkaslne ranters about nature, 
but be can't Tjulte aff .,rd to Indulge hta lore unless he can sell 
his game to cover expenses. Such, 1 know, is the case with 
many market shooters and there la nothing which is per se., more 
respectable. How noble by the side of this Is the quall-on-toast 
man's love of the field. He don’t sell; not he. He eats. To 
sell In order to be able to hunt Is venal, earthy, contemptible, 
bethinks. But to hunt In order to tickle a palate already well 
fed la noble, godlike. Aye, so important is this tickling, so 
sublimely worthy of respect Is the noble palate, that Mr. Quall- 
ontoast does not hesitate a second to encourage by buying game, 
what he deems a nefarious business. Add to this the fact that 
Mr. Quallontoast Is probably a snob who eats game solely for 
style and couldn’t tell a quall-on-toast from a bootjack on sole- 
leather unless he got It In a hotel or restaurant, and Is It any 
wonder that bis ravings about ‘ pot hunters" and market ehooU 
era excite only Indignation and contempt) To me the wonder 
Is that they do uot excite more boots. 

Next to Mr. Qnallontoast comes another flat, who says It “Isn’t 
honorable to shoot a bird sitting." The poor thing "should have 
a chance for Us life.” • Birds should be taken “singly" and “ on 
the wing.” I have no objection to this super-honorable chap’s 
position. But the reasons upon which he bases It are Ineffably 
squashy. Think of the amount of honor Involved In letting a 
bird rise, by a man who can kill seventeen or eighteen out of 
twenty-six birds on the wing I It Is almost on a-par with the 
honor of Cronin’s two colleagues In his celebrated electoral col¬ 
lege of Oregon, In casting their votes for Hayes, because the 
popular vote was In his favor, while their leader cast for THden 
the one and only vote he needed. 

Next to Mr. Superhonorable comes Mr. BIgbag. He has the 
most decided objections to the market shooter, principal among 
which la that he “slaughters too much game" and “kills It off 
too fast." He thinks It outrageous to “ slaughter’’ to sell, 
atrocious to " thin out” game to feed a poor family. But from 
dawn till far Into the twilight bis energies In the field are bent 
on getting one more, one more, one more, one more. Long 
after he has had sport enough, exercise enough, even meat 
enough, he keeps up the chase for “Just one more." Some 
other pig bagged seventy-five In a day last week. He must beat 
It; so much as possible must he beat It; but beat It he must, even 
If he gets no more than seventy-six. Then at night be hies to 
the club-room, the gun store, or the corner grocery, where bis 
head, a pill box with a single pill In It, rattles all the evening to 
one Idea. Ye wretches, who sell If ye would bo respectable, 
throw away your game, give It away to acquaintances too lazy . 
or too stupid to hunt their own game, aye, throw It away, and 
brag, brag, brag, kill all ye can, slaughter till ye reek with blood, ' 
but be sore and do It only for the noble purpose of boasting 
over IL Come ou, Mr. Foreigner, and help sweep a generous 
land bare of Its beat beauties, but be sure and do It only to fill 
your ancMtral halls with “ trophies," to spatter your walls with 
heads, or beat the score of the last “ noble" butcher who 
came before you. You are all “ gentlemen,’’ “ sportsmen," true 
noble souls, as long as. yon don’t sell.

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.. or had “a capacious maw,” etc. But he has violated no law of 
imture, of morals, or of his country; provided, of course, that 
the pie was his. If the pie was on a hotel table and be were the 
only guest either present or to arrive, there would still be nothing 
wrong; though the landlord might swear and the waiters think 
“ the man slightly “off ’’ on gentility. But the next day another 
il there is still only one pie. A law now arises 

“ which before had no existence. Yesterday we might have ran¬ 
sacked all cornersx>f the universe without finding a trace of It. 
To day It springs suddenly Into life. But our pie-eater does not 
J yet see It and again absorbs the whole pie. HI, fellow guest 
say, nothing, perhaps, but does some Intense thinking; while 
the landlord turns on a full head of steam In his private “ cuss- 
word factory. Next day there are more guests, but still only 
f one pie, and—yes—ae sure as you live. It Is actually smaller than 
oefore. Does our pie monopolist see the new law yet) Per- 
haps he does. Perhaps he does not. But of one thing you may 
be certain, tbat sooner or later be will be made to see It by get¬ 
ting the pie mashed over his head by some Irate fellow gueaCor 
P^“m® equally effective mode of promulgating the law of 

. ''^P®“ ® country Is first opened the game and fish constitute 

^ the Bubstantlals of the table of life. There Is far more than 
enough for the few guests. They may gorge themselves ad libi¬ 
tum, may throw away and waste all they please. This the noble 
white man never falls to do; for he goes to work on the game of 
1 a new country like a pig on a heap of grain, commencing on top 
and trampling and wasting ten times what he needs. But it 
• matters little to others, for the viands are plenty In spite of It, 
and the guests are still few. But as the country Is settled things 
change. What a short time ago was a necessary gradually passes 
Into a convenience. There Is now plenty else to eat upon the 
' table; but there 1, still game enough to fill out the board and 
’ allow all to eat all they choose, and even waste. But after a 
while there comes a third stage. What was once a necessary sod 
then a convenience is now a luxury. Inslead of forming the 

main course, or a part of It, It Is now dessert. And see! The pie 

Is actually diminishing In size while the number of guests Is In¬ 
creasing. And behold, a new law springs from a hitherto un¬ 
known corner of human nature and leaps vigorously Into life. 
The guests will have a slice apiece; there la not enough to give 
each as big a piece as he had a few days ago; the slices must be 
cut smaller; there Is no other way; and sooner or later down 
goes he who will not, as the cook say, “ count noses." There Is 
no help for it; the slices must be diminished. 

Now, so long OS each guest confines himself to bis proper 
slice It Is nobody’s business why be eau It. One may cat It for 
■style, another because It tastes good, another because he Is still 
hungry. Each has a perfect right to hla motives. Just so It Is 
with the-game of a country; so long as there la enough for all to 
waste, no right of mine Is violated by the waster. When It be¬ 
comes scarcer It Is still none of my business what any one does 
with his slice or why be does It, so long as he don’t abridge my 
slice. I prefer to shoot birds singly and on the wing; not from 
any maudlin sentiment about bonor,but because since learning to 
shoot on the wing I find little or no pleasure In shooting any¬ 
thing sitting. My neighbor finds more pleasure In saving ammu¬ 
nition and work by “ bunching" his birds on the ground. I 
wonder at his taste; but have no more right to quarrel with It 
than I hare with the well known chap who prefers the wall of 
agonized catgut under the dirt-beg lined bow of a country “ fid¬ 
dler" to one of Beethoven’s symphonies by Wilhelm. 

On the other band, I care not what a man’s motives may be If 
be trespasses on my rIghU. He has no right to rob me of my pie 
6V6D to feed his chlldreo. The fact thet some ODeo support- their 
families by hunting furoisbes no excuse for the killing of too 
much game. For I defy any one to contradict this proposition: 

He who has health enough, strength enough, skill enough, and 
gumption enough to make adecent living for his family by hunt¬ 
ing can make them a better living at almost anything he will 
turn bis band to.” 

Still less has anyone the right to rob me of my share for the 
sake of boasting. He occupies a far worse ground than the mar¬ 
ket shooter, and the sooner Mr. BIgbag stops bis senseless butch¬ 
ery the sooner he will get In position to find fault with the raar- 
Mt shooter. Until then be bad belter rest both quill and tongue 
The same with Mr. Quallontoast. “ 

So far as motives are concerned, those of the market shooter 
are far more respectable than than those of Mr. BIgbag or Mr. 
QuallMtoMt. But, as 1 said before, bis motives don’t jusUfy 
his curtailing my slice. And this brings os to the great and real 
trouble with market shooting, viz.: to the pleasures of the field 
and stream It adds the love of the almighty dollar. Here Is a 
double team of pleasures, unequally matched, of course, but still , 
such strong pullers and so hard-mouthed that few ordinary mor¬ 
tals can hold them down to the track of law or decency. One of i 
them Mone may be held; but put them together and a runaway Is ( 
almost certain. The market shooter bunts too often sod kills to ' 
much, and he utff do It. 

If market shooters, and game dealers and hotel and restaurant i 
men, etc., would recognUe the right of all to the pleasures of i 
the field, would recognize the fact that game Is limited, tbat It I 
cannot be artificially propagated like other food, and tbat our I 
common right to enjoy It can bo preserved only by heavy fetters i 
u^n the Indulgonco In It, few sportsmen would find any fault 1 
*''®T’rUI not do this. They look upon the i 
right to make a dollar out of game the same as to make It out of i 
any merchandise, and look upon all laws that limit this right as 1 
tyranny and opprmlon. They are apt to look uimn all iporU- i 
men who don’t sell game as snobs, arrogating to themselvw the 
exclusive pmesslon of proper moUvos, and regard all game laws v 
as laws m^e n^ for the benefit of all, but only for the benefit ‘ 
of the snobs. ’They are the first and only ones to combine purse r 
and voice to resist the passage of any game laws; the first and t 
only ones to combine to annul It In the courts U It contains a t 
flaw; bow wise, or moderate Its provisions. If there Is a c 

WMks^ to it this host of dollar lovers are after It In a trice. They o 
think they are doing somethin; wonderfully smart when they y

For jnme time 
the right eye was nnaaected, out about three months ago It began to 
be affected, and both under eyelids have remained turned in since. 
About three mouths ago a lump formed under bis throat and Increasea 
lu eixe tiutll uluioat as large aa a turkey', egg, when It broke on the out¬ 
side and aubalded. I loolred to see aome Improvement In hla eyea 
after this, but It did not benefit them. All this lime the dog wae fat 
ami full of spirits, aod, apart from hla eves,aoemlugly perfectly b^wlby; 
Ibis precluded the Idea of distemper. Meanwhile I baihcd hIseYee with 
salt water and refrained from banting him, but this, If it helped him at 
all, was only temporarily. Morulnga there Is considerable matter 
arooifd each eye, wLlcb disappears—la thrown off 1 suppose-—In au hour 
or eo f.xcept that a small clot of matter may always be round In the left 
eye. Aus.—This is a disease of the eyes called outroplnm. the cause of 
which le ver> uncertain, but tbe effects are plainly visible In the turn ne 
tu of Ihe eyelids so that the winkers rob against the eyeball- causing 
Inflammation of the mucous membrane (conjuncllva) giving rise to 
irlchissls and chcmosls.

Feed on beof tea or mutton broth according to the 
condiiiou of tbe bowels; if loose tbe latter, If not tbe former. Feed 
lightly for a few days: if be will not eat at all give him the above with 
aapoou. If the bowels are ailii purging give starch grnel, boiled milk, 
etc. If he gels very low before raiding, give a leaspoonful of sherry 
wine with a little symp three or four times a day. If ihia falls call In 
your family physician and tell him to prescribe for him Ihe same ae be 
would for a child three years old, but don’t negivct to report to him 
what vermifuge yon gave, and in what dosea. and what food and tonic 
yon are giving, and whether tbe bowels arc slill purging, for all these 
points asaietlo forming a dlsgDosIs and regulate the treatment.

tora to win. 

In the New York trials of 1873, Messrs. Scott & Sons’ guns 
made the best combined pattern and penetration to the ten- 
fauge class a ten-gauge gun of my build, and birtog, made 
the beat penetration In the ton-gauge class, while three old guns 
^f my make woo first, second, and third positions forcomblned 
pattera and penetration to the twelve-gauge paper shell class.

There can bo no doubt but that the majority of gun makera 
now perfectly well the broad lines upon which choke boring 
lould be carried out, but an expert eiamlntog a number of 
srrels from different makers, would soon be convinced that 

)me are a long way from knowing the flue lines upon which It 

luat be done to obtain the highest results. 

There must be something wrong about the foregoing, and why 
should have been penned, will be a puzzle to many. “It la all 
onsense to be Influenced to the purchase of a gun by the fact 
lat the maker has won a trial; the winning gun la valuable to 
Dsaesa, because It has proven what It can do; but It Is su error 
I suppose that the maker can prodnee another of equal merit 
1 pattern and penetration.” * But as It raises a clear Issue, I ac- 
ipt It by saying that I am prepared to produce any reasonable 
imber of guns of equal merit, of both pattern and penetration 
my winning ones. 

I do not write this to obtain gratuitous advertising, because the 
ter Is regularly made to my circulars, but I make the statement 
reply to your contrary opinion, believing that you would not 
ah what you have written to pasa uocontradicted.

There Is nothing to prevent a man who knows bis bnstoesa

As regards the bullying tone 
In which some of the low classes delight to in¬ 
dulge, It has grown to be such an evil that really 
some strict measures should be devised to check 
and put a stop to It. Of course soma-judges 
will protest thereupon that Wep do not care what 
the public around them says, and teke their In¬ 
sults—If any are offered them—for what they 
are worth. But It Is notjeverybody who can thus 
muster such a wonderful equanimity under these 
most trying clrcumslances, and doubtless even 
those BO styled Indifferent judges, give way to 
the clamor of the rabble oftener than they 
would care to acknowledge. Any way, 
such things should be punished In some 
effectual way or other, for the scandal Is so patent 
that we know of several most competent men whose 
services would lend a luster to tbe ring, who decline to 
judge In public, simply because they do not wish to sub¬ 
mit themselves 10 tbe unseemly Insults to which public judges 
are now but too often subjected.

She 
looked as well as possible. Little Nell was placed next, though 
we cannot say we like her. She Is a promising puppy with a 
good body and coat, but she Is too wedgy faced for honors at 
Birmingham, and we liked Cocoanut better. Nelly was far bet¬ 
ter In every way, and should have taken second. 

The sraodtU or wavy-coaled dog class was not bandied accord¬ 
ing to our views. Either Ben Bolt, Boatswain, or Toll—the first 
pessed over and the two last highly commended—were better 
than Captain, wbo took second, and who la neither gpod In head 
nor In bone. In bitches, first was awarded to Wisdom, who was 
shown In very fat condition, and Is not nearly so taking In 
head and shoulders as Trace, who was only commended. 

In Irish water spaniel dogs, the awards were rightly made, but 
we cannot say that we like either of the entries. Somehow the 
old type Is getting lost. In bitches the stamp was still worse, 
and we wonder If ever It will be brought again to the fore In Its 
complete purity. 

Water spaniels (other than Irish) were also very much mlxedas 
classes. Barring the winners, there was nothing worth mention¬ 
ing, and a strange fact was, that, In the dog class, Spring, who 
took first at Blrmlri^ham last year, this time was not even com¬ 
mended. Therefore, the proper types for these classes must 
be somewhat mixed In the judges' minds. 

Clumber dogs were very good. Duke’s size and flat coat again 
put him at the top of the list, and Baron came next. We pre¬ 
ferred to him Psyche. In bitches, Mr. Bowers’ lluby II was a 
very easy winner, and the rest were correctly placed. 

Sussex spaniel dogs were few but good. Rover III shown in 
grand style, beat Max, who was in snperb coat, for first place, but 
why Guy was passed over we cannot tell. We understood that 
one or two dogs In this class were found dead on their benches, 
and the wildest rumors were afloat as to the cause of their deaths, 
some saying that poison had been wilfully administered, and 
others arguing that an undue fondness for wet paint, was at the 
bottom of the disasters; but which version was correct we have 
been nnable to ascertain. The bitches were judged In a most 
curious manner, first going to Msud,who is &y-beaded and shows 
age, and the other prize being withheld. Now, Merry Thought’s 
chances wfffancled far better than Maud's. She is better headed 
for one thing, and better feathered for another. 

The black dog class was capital. Kslllr, In good coat, with 
the best head, and shown In grand form, took first and cup, and 
Zuls, with too much curl on bis ears and a great deal too much 
white on his cheat, was awarded sreond—a decision which we 
cannot at aji'endorse. Clearly young Bob and ‘Cbamplou Brush 
were far belter than he. In bitches &|uaw wou rightly—and the 
class was so good'that two equal seconds were awarded. 

The dog class for spaniels other than black contained an ex¬ 
traordinary lot of quality. 

There was only one for red Dachshunds, dogs and bitches 
being mixed, and Zanka was returned the winner very rightly. 

In the class for other than red, dogs and bitches, again the 
judge made a mistake in bis second award. Houfmann won well, 
but Jager, wbo took second, although he has a good body and 
plenty of bone. Is not aulllcieutly bent In front, and hts kennel 
companion Diana Is far better In crook, and should have taken 
his place. 

Champion Mastiffs numbered three—Beau, Taurus, and 
Ronnee. Taurus has gone off radly, and we fancy bis winning 
days are now over. Bounce, looking Aland well, got very highly 
commended, whilst the award, of necessity, went to Beau, whose 
hind legs are not getting better with age, and whose sinister 
aspect does not Improve as he approaches “ the sere and yellow 
leaf.” We did not consider the dog class perfectly judged. Nero 
won for Miss Heskeltb, and he was looking well. Second went 
to Crnsar, wbo has a fair head, but Is hardly big enough, and 
could do with more bone. The brlndle Cardinal is rather long In 
the face, but has a good body and bone, and we should have 
passed him first. Vulcan II.. very highly commended. Is a good- 
colored brlndle, which we should have placed second. He fairly 
beats the class, in head, has Immense bone, a grand, broad chest 
and powerful loins, is a nice size, and stands better behind than 
any mastiff going, bar Salisbury, who, by the bye, was entered, 
but did not put In an appearance. In bitches, the first is a very 
nice young bitch, with a fine cheat, good loins, lots of bbne, a 
very fair head, and she won easily; second went to Maggie, who 
Is good In bead, but la too small, and should have been displaced 
by Judy, the dam of the winner, a grand-bodied one, with great 
bone, a fair head, and the largest bitch we know of. She re¬ 
ceived the third prize. 

In rough-coated St. Bernard dogs, Mr. E. Hanbury judged, and 
again failed to give satisfaction. It was a good class, and In¬ 
cluded some of the best dogs out. Messrs. Gresham anti Tatham 
secured first with Qrosvenor, and second went to Mon, a son of 
Mabs. Ho Is a nice little dog, but Is altogether too small, and 
has not the best of forelegs. Hob, placed third, has Improved 
^ry much since we saw him last at the Crystal Palace. Mr. 8. 
W. Smith's champion Barry, who has carried all before him this 
year, was only very highly commended, although be was shown 
In his best form. In our opinion this dog should have won, or 
at least been second, for there Is no doubt that, taken all round, 
Barry is one of the very beet St. Bernards we know of. Mr. 
Macdona’s Bayard also bad to be content with very highly com¬ 
mended, Dotwitbstandlng that he was In better form than when 
be won here last year; the same distinction was also given to 
Save, a powerful young dog who looks like making a winner, 
and who might have received third. In rough-coated bitches 
^aln, the best was left out of the prizes. Messrs. Gresham and

Mossy, placed second, has a sweet 
neaa and expression, but her coat Is not abundant enough; she, 
however, well merited her place. In smooth dogs Rapp was 
pla^d first; he Is a tortolseebell, rather thick in the Jaw, but has 
a nicely shaped body. Novelty, placed next, has a neat face, 
fvi u In bone; nevertheless, we 

think he can beat the winner In smooth bitches. Old Lassie, 
iMklng bonnte, easily took first, second going to Fanny, a neat 
bat small specimen. Lady, commended, should have been 
second decidedly,as she has a grand head and a splendid contonr,

Bulldogs were a good lot, and Monarch, In fine trim, won 
hands cwwn originally, In the champion class, and Venom and 
Sancho Panza, the latter looking seedy, were both highly corn- 
mended; but the judges disqualified Monarch, and Venom took 
the prize. In the large sized dog class, Mr. Charles Collins won 
easily with Byron II, a grand specimen, whose atop, wrinkle, and 
chop leave nothing to be desired, whilst bis bone and body are ex¬ 
cellent. Lord Nelson, placed second, is a good-headed dog, with 
nice eyes and lota of bone, and was unfortunate In meeting with 
such a clinker as Byron II. In the large sized bitch class.Xeeb 
was clearly ahead, and won easily, Lulu coming second, with 
Amber and Qneen Mab highly commended. The small sized 
dogs proved a walk over for Mr. Raper with Ringleader, who Is 
Just a Ulfle square In the muzzle. Empress, placed first In the 
small bitch class, ts a neat one, good In stop and chop, but also 
lacking In wrinkles. 

In large bull terriers, first went to Young Royal, and rightly 
so; he Is a bit short In bead, but Is very powerfully made; and 
the recipient of second baa a neat face, and a good body, but Is 

* grand one by any means. 
In bitches, Violet and Magnet were placed first and second In the 
order named, as they were clearly ahead of tbelr opponents, and 
the placing was merely a ma^r of opinion. Maggie May, wbo 
only took a commendation card, should have been next to the 
winner. In small bull terrier dogs, the winner is very neat In 
face, but has too much terrier character; and Major, placed 
second, has too much jaw and a soipy face, but Is good In body, 
chest, and bone. Nelson, very highly commended, we thought 
should have won; be Is a bull terrier proper, his head being 
nearly perfect, and bis low body and great bone proclaiming him 
able to do his work thoroughly. The small bitches were a good 
class, In which first went to Hector, who has a good head and 
face, lots of quality, and a sturdy body; but Kit, placed second, 
we thought should have won, aa she la a grand bull terrier, with 
a punishing bead and jaw, and compact carcase. 

Both claseee of smooth-haired terriers were badly filled, and 
the quality was not overwhelming. 

Drop-eared skyes were easily disposed of by Mr. Mark Qret- 
ton 6 Irrepressible champion Sam and The Laird. The old cham¬ 
pion looked as fresh as paint, and readily beat bis son for first 
honors. Meg was very highly commended, but Rags (passed 
oyer) should also have been noticed. In the prick-eared division 
we failed to see Stirling, and as Clyde was the only other entry 
he took the prize. 

The dandles (doge) were a very grand class, In which Grip was 
selected aa the winner. Second went to Teddy, a grand one, who 
must have made a close fight of It with Grip. Nell, who has a 
fine coat and body, was clearly first in bitches, second going to 
Queen of Scotts, who Is not at all a bad dandle. 

In Bedllnglons, Gun, who took first, Is a nlce-sIzed dog, with a 
good curly coat, nice terrier head, and plenty of bone. He was 
followed by the well-known Border Lad, a very neat terrier, with 
a grand head and nice color. The winner In bitches Is rather 
small and toylsb, and too weak In Jaw, but has a fair coat. We 
liked Tweezer better, as she Is s more useful and characteristic 
size, and la better In bead, although she hardly owua such a good 
coat as the winner. ® 

Irleh terrier dogs were simply excruciatingly murdered. In 
bltchee, again, the judging was-to put It mildly—very bad. 

Wire-haired terriers.-.\a this breed Is evidently not Mr. 
Parker’s forte, we should certainly advise the committee to 
place this class Id the bands of the smooth-haired fox terrier 
judges. The dog class was a good one, Teasle very rightly taking 
first, with Toller second. Tyke, unnoticed, should have occu¬ 
pied his place, as Tyke la far better In coat and head, and nar¬ 
rower In cheat. In bitches Birch won. She Is a good terrier, 
with a proper face and expression, but was not In her beat coat 
on this occasion. 

Champion Comedy bad a walk over for the championship In 
pugs. The open dog class wss fairly well Judged. Juan, placed 
first. Is very good In wrinkles but slightly long-faced. Sambo, who 
took second, Is long In the beck, and was shown too fat. The 
bitches were good, but small apple-beads predominated to an 
alarming extent. 

In Blenheims, Duke of Bow was again Irresistible, and In King 
Charles, Prince’s short face, grand markings and capital feather, 
easily placed him ahead of his class, Duke of Edinburgh, however, 
making an excellent seimnd.

Whatever dlllerences may have orlftlDally existed between the 
8taghound and the foxhound—which will be described In the 
au(^eedlDg chapter—have been swept away by the progress of 
time. At the moment of writing there Is ^ dissimilarity of 
shape or form, the only difference being one of slxe and weight. 
Though doubtless nearly related In days gone by, the two varie¬ 
ties are now bred entirely separate, as the proportions of a 
large-sized staghound would render him unsnltable for fox hunt- 
Ing- 

Tbougb It la more than probable that fox hunting men of the 
day may laugh at the Idea of the staghound being the ancestor 
of the modem foxhound. It Is nevertheless a fact that In the 
earlier part of the century this was a common opinion. For In¬ 
stance, the author of the “Field Book," which was published by 
Efflagbam Wilson, R <yal Exchange, London, In 1833, writes as 
follows of the staghound: 

“ It seems extremely probable that this large, strong, and 
bony honnd was the primeval stock from which all the collateral 
branches of this race ■have descended, and that all deviations from 
the original stem have been the result of crosses and Improve¬ 
ments during many cenlnrles by those skilled In rearing 
and breeding dogs of the chase, and varied In strength and 
size according to the particular sport for which they are Intended. 
At the present day [f. a., 1838] there cannot be a doubt but that 
the practical breeder, by judicious crosses, can either enlarge or 
diminish the stature and strength of his pack In the course of 
three or four generations.” The writer next proceeds to say that 
“ the staghounds exclusively devoted to that sport lu the foyal 
eetsbllshment of this country. It Is well known, have been an Im¬ 
proved croes between the old English southern bound and the 
fleeter foxhound grafted upon the bloodhound.” 

Owing to the scarcity of deer In this country the sport of stag- 
bunting has almost ceased to exist, though there are several 
packs of staghounds still left. The most prominent of these are 
Her Majesty’s, Baron Rothschild’s, and the Surrey, all of which, 
from the close proximity of their meets to the metropolis, are 
well supported. It Is most customary to hunt a carted deer, as 
with rare exceptions, none of the modern packs bunt countries 
where wild deer are to be found, and- therefore Ingenuity has to 
be resorted to to produce the means of sport. In such cases the 
deer is vanned on to the ground, and after It has been allowed a 
certain amount of law the bounds are laid on, and the sport, such 
as It Is, Is commenced. The dear,which, by the way, la generally 
denuded of Its horns, as a rule runs little risk of losing Its life, 
for when brought to bay It la protected by the huntsman and 
whips from the hounds, and Is reserved for another run on some 
subsequent occasion. 

A decided advantage which hunting a carteil deer possesses 
over most other branches of sport Is the certainty of finding 
some sort of sport unless the weather renders It Impossible. 
The date and place of the meet being previously arranged, 
and the deer being always In confinement, there can be 
no chance of a blank day, as both the deer and hounds 
can be bronght any distance to the meet. There seems, however, 
something scarcely sportsmanlike In chasing a domesticated crea¬ 
ture across a country, and this branch of sport has been In con¬ 
sequence sarcastically characterized as “ calf-bunting ” by Its de¬ 
tractors. A rather peculiar feature In connection with hunting 
a carted deer la the different manner In which different deer run. 
Those who have been bunted several times are more or less cer¬ 
tain to provide good sport, and on being liberated from the van 
make the most of the few minutes' law which Is allowed them, 
and take a bold line across country. Others, on the other hand, 
act quite differently, and are practically useless for this purpose. 
It is, therefore, customary to name the deer, and If It Is thought 
probable that an Aid favorite will be uncarted, the meet Is certain 
to be better attended than if an untried one Is to be liberated, as 
the latter often decline to take country at all. With reference 
to the behavior of staghounds In days gone by, the writer of the 
“ Field Book” above alluded to writes as follows: 

“ In taking the deer according to annual custom, either for 
the royal hunt or for the fattening paddocks, a stag or a buck 
which has been previously fixed upon is ridden out of the herd 
by two or three of the keepers In succession, each of whom la 
closely followed by a hound, the young dogs only being kept In 
slips. As soon as the deer has been separated from bis com¬ 
panions the dogs have the requisite signal given to them, and 
they immediately follow In pursuit. • • • • • The dogs 
are so well trained, and are so soon made aware which buck Is 
Intended to be caught, that they seldom make a mistake even if 
the deer regains the herd after being driven from It, but press 
him through It till they have again separated him from It. It Is 
well known that when a hard-pressed deer tries to rejoin his 
companions they endeavor to avoid and get away from him as 
much as possible, or try to drive him away with their horns.” 

It Is not to be euppewed at the time of writing that staghounds 
are thus employed, or need all the above writer states be accented 
as fact. Nevertheless, what he says Is so far useful as showing 
the purposes to which the bounds were put In fals day, and the 
opinion entertained by a certain class of sportsmen concerning 
them. 

Hunting the wild deer Is mostly confined to the southwest por¬ 
tion of this country, and differs mainly from the former sport In 
the fact that the deer In this case Is an undomesticated animal, 
and not a poor paddock-fed pet, whose life Is periodically tor¬ 
mented by being pursued across country by a troop of cockney 
sportsmen. The whereabouts of the deer Is usually pointed out 
by those who know the locality and are acquainted with the an¬ 
imal’s habits, and when found the hounds are laid on. In hunt¬ 
ing the wild deer the animal. If brought to bay. In the majority 
of Instances loses his life, no quarter being shown him, as In the 
case of the carted deer, for the former animal Is considered legiti¬ 
mate game, and la promptly converted Into venison. 

There being so much similarity between the staghound and 
the deerhound, our readers will be In a position to judge of the 
former’s points and standard after perusing the article on the 
foxhound In the succeeding chapter. The scale of points, more¬ 
over, which are given In the foxhound chapter are equally applic¬ 
able to tbe staghound. 


Dashing Monarch.

Editor Cbicaqo Fibld :—A joke Is a juke, but when it la car¬ 
ried so far as to caricature a valuable dog as was done with 
Dashing Monarch, this week, by a would-be sporting jonrnal, 1 
think It calls for a condemnation from every one Interested In 


the Improvement of the dog. From that journal no one expects 
words of wisdom or practical knowledge, excepting what tmight 
be written by contributors, salt Is too well known that, excepting 
the editor of the Fish Department, there Is not a practical m«n 
on tbe paper; but when It attempted Illustrations sorely It could 
have found talent In New Tork competent to make a true like¬ 
ness of a dog, instead of a caricature. 

I was present at the field trials, and cannot understand how a 
dog, which I thought almost a model of a setter, both In form 
and style of work, could be so outrageously transmogrified as to 
render It difficult to know even what It was Intended for; and 
tbe journal In which It Is printed, tells us that Mr. Higgins, tbe 
owner of the dog, calls It a “ speaking likeness,’’ which In one 
sense Is correct, but not In the one the aforesaid lournal Intended 
to be understood. 

Now, the point I make, and that which la my object In writ¬ 
ing, Is that such a caricature does more barm than good. Where 
is the sportsman who would give five dollars for such a looking 
brutel Would any breeder think of breeding to such a mon¬ 
strosity as Dashing Monarch Is represented to bel The natural 
Inference one, who had never seen the dog, would draw from the 
representation of the animal, particularly when told that Its 
owner declared It to be a “ speaking likeness,” Is, “ If this Ill- 
shaped brute Is the typo which modem and scientific breeding 
has produced. It Is better to retain the ancient setter with all the 
objAtlons to him, for the labors of man through years have not 
ouly not Improved him In appearance, but have, on the contrary, 
BO changed his physical characteristics that be necessarily cannot 
be as valuable for the purpose nature Intended him, and for 
which sportsmen prize him.” Here, then, la where the owner Is 
Injured, and where field trials are Injured also, “ for If necessary 
to breed such a brute In order to win a trial” thinks the sportsman, 
“ then I will abjure field trials and not try to Improve (1) on 
what I have.” • 

How long could such a long, heavy-bodied dog runl How 
far cculd a dog carry such a beadl Would not the weight of the 
bead almost exhaust him to carry Itl Who ever saw a setter with 
such a head! 

To show how others view It, while I was feeling most Indig¬ 
nant, and conjecturing how <0 handsome a dog could be so brutally 
cirlcatured, a friend came into my office and seeing the carica¬ 
ture, very aptly remarked: “Hallo, got another hobby; going 

Into Brahman bullsl” 

“Brahman bulls I" I replied. “ Brahman devils I Whyl” 

“I saw you so Interested In looking at a representation of one 
that I thought you were going to give up dogs for them.” 

" That is not a Brahman bull,” I answered, handing It to him 
that he might see belter; “It Is a dog; Dashing Monarch, winner 
of second prize at Robbln’s Island.” 

“A dog! Why, yes, so It Is; I see, now that you have told me; 
but hang me, If I did not think It was a Brahman bull. But, 
say, old fellow, what paper Is this, Puckt" 

Puck! No; don’t you see. Whyl” 

“Because I thought It was a caricature. The front part was 
certainly taken from an Egyptian vase, I have often seen In a 
curiosity shop on Broadway. 

“It Is a fact; I have often seen the vase.” 

“Aud this la the brute which won second pr:ze at Robbln’s Is¬ 
land, and about which and Gladstone you talked me to sleep at 
the club tbe night after your return I An Idea strikes me, and 
I see millions In It. How formidable a ship of war would be 
rigged up with such a contrivance for a prow. The head and 
brisket,sharp as this animals’ are represented to be, would pierce 
the heaviest plated vessel afloat. What terror a fleet so armed 
would strike Into the enemy. What a pity tbe trials had not 
taken place, and Dashing Monarch been in existence during the 
war.

MEETING OF THE CENTRAL FISH-CULTURAL 
ASSOCIATION. 

The Central Fleb-Cultural Association conrened at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel In this city on Wednesday and Thursday of last 
week. The attendance was very smsll, but great Interest was 
manifest. Among those present were N. K. Falrbank, Chicago, 
Smith Briggs, Kankakee, and 8. P. Bartlett, Quincy, of the Illi¬ 
nois Fish Commission. Of the Iowa commission, B. K. Shaw, 
Anamosa. Of the Michigan commission, E. R. Miller. Of the 
Wisconsin commission, W. H. Welcher, Madison. U. 8. Deputy 
Fish Commissioners, Fred Mather, Newark, N. J., Frank N. 
Clarke, Nortbvllle, Michigan; scattering. Prof. A. 8. Forbes, 
Stsle Laboratory, Normal, J. M. Crummy, Lake City, Colorado, 
A. Booth, Chicago, A. K. Lytle, Wisconsin, Edwin Lee Brown, 
Evanston, and Wm. H. Ballou, Evanston, Illinois. 

At 2 p. m., Wednesday, President N. K. Falrbank called the 
meeting to order. He stated In a general way that he regretted 
the small attendance, but believed much Interest would be mani¬ 
fest since those present were mainly there from long distances. 

Commissioner Briggs and Wm. H. Ballou were made members. 

The following ofllcera were elected for the ensuing year: N. 
K. Falrbank, president; B. F. Shaw, first vice-president; E. R. 
Miller, second vice-president; A. 8. Forbes, third vice-president; 
Fred Mather, corresponding secretary; F. N. Clark, recording 
secreUry; A. Booth, treasurer. 

Mr. Mather submitted a proposition to reduce the Initiation 
fee to one dollar and the annual dues fifty cents, which was ac 
cepted, after some dlfcusston. 

Mr. Mather stated that In order to publish its annual proceed¬ 
ings It would he required to expend $150. He offered that If the 
society would turn over Its proceedings and papers to him he would 
publish the entire matter free In Forat and Stream, electrotype 
It, publish it In pamphlet form, and send each member as many 
copies of bis own paper In pamphlet form as desired. 

Wm. H. Ballou: Do I understand that the gentleman wishes 
to publish the papere read hero exclusively In Foreet and Streamf 

Mr. Mather: That Is my proposition. 

Mr. Ballou: Then, Mr. President, I object to that. These pro¬ 
ceedings are public. I want to put In a plea here tor the Cbi- 
CAQO Fisld, the scientific, sportsmen and dally press of the land. 
Shall we, fora paltry $150, bind ourselves band and foot to one 
paper! I do not object to the New York Forat and Stream pub¬ 
lishing one Iota of these proceedings here, t want It to publish 
all; to stand on a basis of equality with other periodicals. I do 
object. Sir, to belpg tied up, to be prohibited from publishing my 
paper or remark? In any paper that desires It, to be prohibited 
from sending our deliberations to the Ameincan .Vaturalut, or 
Science, or any other magazine. I Insist, 8lr, that If we are any¬ 
thing we be broad In our views, liberal In our actions. The pro¬ 
posed amendment to the constitution la contrary to the most pro¬ 
gressive spirit of the age, and to all that Is enlightened ami 
just. 

The society now saw the full meaning of the matter, and pro¬ 
tested. 

Mr. Mather. I will amend my proposition so as to permit 
any periodical to publish what It chooses of the proceedings or 
the papers. 

Mr. Ballou. “ Do I understand from that. If I ask you or any 
member for a duplicate of his paper, lean have it! ” 

Mr. Mather; Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ballon: I am content. 

Mr 8tiaw: Mr. Mstber will, I am sure, do as he has agreed. If 
be does not we will speedily change matters. 

Under reportsof committees President Falrbank said that at the 
last session the subject of nsilonal protection of fish In the Inland 
likes, the Mississippi, and other rivers was referred to the execu¬ 
tive committee, with Instructions to confer with Prof. Bilrd. 
The matter bad been tamed over to him by the committee, and 
he bad talked with two members of the House and Senator Davl-:. 
They said they didn’t think Congress would take any action, as 
Its Jurisdiction was questionable. All the legislation berettifore 
had been enacted by the states bordering on the Jakes and rivers. 
A great deal was involved In the subject; 


STATE UIORTS AMONO OTHER TillNOS,— 
and If It were brought up now there would be much discussion. 
Mr. Fall-bank coincided with this view, and read the following 
extract from the late J. W. .Milner, of the U. 8. Fish Commission : 

“The point to be decided is, under which (of these Jurisdic¬ 
tions) must a law controlling the Mississippi fall. If it is to be 
decided by precedent, and the whole previous history of fishing 
legislation. It will find Its place with Internal police laws, but as 
Mr. Falrbank suggested In our conference the other day, the work 
of artificial propagation Is a new Interest developing new exigen¬ 
cies and requiring new legislation. So far as the Interior ponds 
and waters are concerned, containing local species, the states 
mast without doubt have entire control; but In a great stream 
like the Mississippi and in the great lakes, flowing through a 
dozen states, and containing migratory fishes passing the entire 
length of the shore of all of them, state laws are necessarily In¬ 
adequate, as experience proves tfiiat little equity or reciprocity 
will be considered In legislating with regard to the fishing Inter¬ 
est. The upper states may appropriate and expend money for 
the propagation of fishes which the lower states have It In their 
power to prevent almost entirely from ascending beyond their 
boundaries. The desire tor general government legislation bis 
been so generally expressed that It would be well If &e state leg¬ 
islatures would call the attention of congress to the matter. The 
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whole question la In an undecided and little aoderatood condi¬ 
tion, and demands Investigation and Inquiry on the part of all 
Interested." 

Mr. Shaw asked if the government didn’t protect oyster-beds 
on the Atlantic coast. 

Mr. Mather believed not. 

Mr. Falrbank bad oo doubt that exigencies would soon arise for 
the propagation of new fish, and that the question would come 
before congress In such a way as to demand scl Ion. Migratory 
fish put into streams trIbuUry to the Mississippi went to the 
Gulf, and It was a question when these fish became numerous 
whether fishermen on the Mississippi should have the right to 
net them to an extent that would etop their running back. The 
attention of the general government should be called to the matter 
through the state legislatures. 

After 60 me discussion a postponement of the matter was or¬ 
dered until the reading of Mr. Ballou’s paper on protection. 

Another dlscussloa was bad upon a motion made hy Mr. Clark, 
that no papers be read before the society, except by members. 
Those who favored the motion argued that it would Increase 
the membership, while the opposition argued that It would tend 
to decrease the same. It was disposed of hy changing the motion 
to make those who read papers before the society honorary mem¬ 
bers; but this provoked still another discussion, as to who 
should be honorary members: It wae ruled that Prof. Baird, 
United 8tate8FlBb Commissioner, should be an honorary member, 
and then several other flsh-cultarlsta were proposed. This was 
opposed, and upon examination of the constitution it was found 
that they bad no right to elect honorary members. 

MISCKI.LANBOUS BUSINESS. 

On motion of Mr. Miller, the secretary was directed to make 
an appropriate minute on the records regarding the death of 
James W. Milner, of the United States Fish Commission. 

The Secretary read letters of regret from Commissioners 
Slsty, of Colorado, Col. L. A. Harris, of Cincinnati, Commis¬ 
sioner Long, of Ksdbss, Commissioner Joseph F. Barfoot, of 
Utah, John Redpath of Michigan; also the foUowleg which he said 
was very important:

Mr. Clark said that was the only instance ho had ever heard 
of. 

Mr. Miller said be bad hatched a few eggs taken from fish 
raised In Michigan ponds. 

Mr. Falrbank remarked that be had demonstrated at Geneva 
Lake that California salmon could be raised In fresh water. 

The society then adjourned until 10 a. m., Thursday. 

On Thursday morning the association opened with an In¬ 
creased attendance. 

At the opening of the session Mr. Douseman offered resolutions 
authortzlog the executive committee to make arrangements for 
the next annual meeting, chooelng aueb topica for discussion as 
In their Judgment might be timely and Important, and asalgnlng 
the subjects to those membera'most competent to treat upon them, 
the programme to be decided upon at least three months before 
the next meeting, and the members lo be notified of the subjects 
assigned them. The resolutions were adopted. The papers are 
to be forwarded to the secretary In all cases where members are 
unable to attend the mee’lng. 

THE FIRST PAPER OF TUE SESSION 

was a treatise upon the " Food of Young Fishes,” by Prof. A. 
8. Forbes, in charge of the department of natural history of 
the Illinois 8tatn Labratory. It was read by the secretary, In 
the absence of Its antbor, as follows: 

“ I cannot learn that anything baa been recorded respecting 
the food of the young fishes In this country,* nor have I been 
able to find anything upon this subject In such part of the Ich¬ 
thyological literature of Europe as Is sccesslble to me. From 
the lack of all mention of the nse of Entomostraca as the food of 
young fishes In the general review of the relations of these Crus¬ 
tacea to organic nature given by Gerstaecker in Broon’s Tbler- 
Relcbt I Infer that whatever systematic Investigation the snbject 
may have received, the results have not attracted any general 
attention. 

This seems a surprising fact when one considers the vast 
amount of labor which has been expended upon this class of ani¬ 
mals, and reflects for a mo:nent upon the Interest to science and 
to practical fish-culture of a knowledge of the food resources of 
fishes and of the competllions of the various species in the search 
for BubslBtence. 

Although I cannot yet Irpat Ibla subject ss fully as it deserves, 
the results of such study as I have beeu able to make during the 
past season, of the contents of the stomachs and intestines of 
email specimens, seem to Justify this preliminary notice. 

It was early apparent. In the course of the Investigation, that 
the food of many fishes differs greatly according to age; and it 
was soon found that the life of moat of our fishes divides Into at 
least two periods, and of many Into three, with respect to the 
kinds of food chiefly taken. Further, In the first of these peri¬ 
ods, a remarkable almilsrlly of food was noticed among sp cies 
and families whose later food habits are widely different. 

The full-grown black bass, for example, feeds principally on 
fishes and craw-fiahes, the sbeepebead on mollusks, the gizzard 
shad on mud and alga: while tbecat-flabesare nearly omnivorous; 
yet these are all found to agree'so closely in food when very 
small that one conld not possibly tell from the contents of the 
atomacbe which group be was dasllng with. 

It Is my purpose In this paper to give what facta 1 have relating 
to the fo<^ of our fresb-waler species during this first period of 
the fish’s life. These facts were derived from the eismioation 
of one hundred and twenty-six specimens, ranging from three- 
eighths of an Inch lo lenglli up to an Inch and a half, and In a few 
cases to two and three inches. These specimens belong to twenty- 
four genera, and represent eleven families. In two or three 
genera none were obtained small enough to be regarded as be¬ 
longing strictly to this first food-period, but the earliest food la 
nevertheless plainly Inferrible; and the general distribution and 
variety of the species studied is such that 1 think the main con- 
clualona will be found to stand the test of full Investigation. Aa 
the first period is evidently much shorter jvlth some species than 
with others, and doubtless varies In the same species according 
to stluatton and clrcumatances generally, of course no common 
limit of size conld be set up, hut the smallest specimens of each 
suerles were selected until a size was reached where a marked 
difference of food appeared. 

ACANTBOPTBRI. 

Althongh the young Acanthopterl have already been discussed 
In the preceding piper on the fi^ of (bat gronp, It will he con¬ 
venient to review the facts concerning these young fishes for (be 
porpose of comparing their food with that of the other ofders. 

* Perhaps exception sboiTItl he made of a note relaMng to the ocenr- 
rence of diatoms In the slomacbt of two young wbiteflshoa. published In 
the appendix to the rejwrt of the U. 8. Plsb Commissioner for 1872-#, 
p. 67. 
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The food of six common perch (Perea amerlcana), from an loch 
to an Inch aod'aquartqy long, consisted wholly of entomostraca 
and laivsB of cbironomua,—eight per cent, cblronomus, fifty- 
two per cent, clsdocera and forty per cenL copepoda. 

No very small labraeida were found, the youngest being a 
morons an Inch and a quarter long. Half of the food of this 
consisted of entomostraca (chiefly clsdocera), and the other half 
was minute gizzard shad. 

A group of forty-three Bun-fishea (centrarchidie), from five- 
eighths of an Inch to two Inches long, wae made np as follows: Of 
five specimens of mtcropterus under tbree-foarths of an loch long 
two of ambloplltea of the same elze, two of chenobryttue from 
seven-eighths of an Inch to one locb, one of apomotia an Inch in 
length, nine of leptopomue from an inch to an Inch and 
a fourth, nine of eupomotta from one and a half to two 
Inches, five of centrichus one Inch and under, four of pomoxya 
from three-fourths of au loch loan Inch and a half, and six unde¬ 
terminable specimens, probably leplopomns, from seven-slxleentba 
to five elghtba of an Inch long. NInety-sIx per cent, of the food 
of these forty-three epeclmens consisted of entomostraca and 
larval of cblronomus,—seventy of the first and twuiily-slx of the 
second—the trivial remainder conalsllog of neuroptera larvs and 
young arapbipoda with traces of water mites, corixas and mol- 
luaks (the last In eupomotls). The eotomoetraca were forty-two 
per cent, clsdocera, nineteen per cenL copepoda and nine per 
cent, ostracoda. 

A single baploldonotos an Inch and an eighth In length, had 
eaten cblronomus larvve (seventy-five per cent.) and larvte of Pal- 
ingenia bUineala. 

ESOCID-V. 

1 did not have the good fortune to obtain any young of the 
common pike, and can only report oo the food of a single Seoz 
ealmoneiu an inch and a fourth in length. This specimen, taken 
at Pekin, III., oo the 2d of June, had already begun Its life labor 
of the elimination of little fiabea, these making about two-fifths 
of its food. The remainder consisted of crnstsces, composed 
shout equally of young ampblpoda, daphnlldte and lyoceldv. 
The presence of so large a quantity of these minute entomostraca 
In the stomach of a pickerel of this size. Is sufficient evidence 
that they form the principal part of Its food at an earlier age. 

CLCPKin.Si. 

We come next to twelve speclmeus of the gizzard shad (Dory- 
soma), whoso minute fry swarm lo countless numbers In the waters 
of our larger rivers In Mid-summer. These were taken In June 
and July, from the Illiools river, from Ottawa to Peoria. The 
smallest of the group were twenty mm. long by two mm. wide,— 
as slender aa cyprloolds and nearly cylindrical, although the adult 
Is a high, thin fish. I was greatly Interested by the discovery 
that the msxUlarlea of these smallest specimens are provided with 
teeth—a single row of nine or ten on the lower edge—filtbough 
the mouth of the adult Is entirely toothless and smooth. The 
Internal straclure also differs remarkably from that of the adult, 
eapeclally lo the much greater simplicity of the digestive appa¬ 
ratus. In a young gizzard shad seven-tenths of an Inch long by 
one-tenth high, the Intestine was found to pass from the anterior 
end of the stomach to the vent, with only one short forward turn 
of about a fourth the length of the body cavity, made a little 
way behind the stomach. Although the mucous surface of the 
Intestine was at this time very rugose, showing a commencing 
complication of the digestive system, there was no trace of 
pyloric rmua. The Intestine was filled with cypris, chydorus, 
alone, cyclops, etc. 

On the other band, In a fish three and three-fourths laches 
long, showing the general characters of the adult, the Intestine 
passed upward and backward from Its origin, running without 
flexure the whole length of the body cavity (this part being cov¬ 
ered with an immense number of pyloric coses), then turned for¬ 
ward to the stomach, ran back from there about one-third of the 
way to the vent, then torned forward and ran a tortnons course, 
beneath the stomach to the pericardial membrane and back ag^ln, 
also tortuously, two-thlrda of the way to the vent. From Ibis 
point It ran forward again to the stomach, and crossing to the 
left side, ran repeatedly backward and forward In the posterior 
part of the body cavity, making seven turns between the stomach . 
and vent before opening; thus extending, in all, about eight 
times the length of the perivisceral cavity. This intestine was 
well filled with mud with only a slight sprinkling of unlcellnlar 
SlgB!. 

Much as these young resemble young cyprloldo!, they can be 
easily distinguished from them by the very long anal Bo; and 
from the brook silversldea (labldestbee), to which they bear 
some superficial resemblance, by the absence of a spinous dorsal. 

These twelve fishes, all under two Inches in length, bad eaten 
about ninety per cent, of entomostraca, two per cent, of ebirono- 
muB lame, and for the remainder, aigse. The cmatacea were 
about equally clsdocera and copepoda. Among the former were 
Daphnia pula, Simucephalue amn icattue, Ceriodaphnia dentata 
Bosmlna, chydorus and alona. In a specimen three-quarters of 
an Inch long which I look from the stomach of a Morone inter- 
rnpta, I found a lew epeclmcna of Peptwlora hyalbui (!) Llllj. The 
copepoila were all cyclops, as far as recognizable. 

CYPRISin.B. 

A single minute minnow, three-eigbtbs of an Inch long, which 
I could not determine specifically, had eaten dapbDld6(tiventy-five 
percent.) and cbironomua larrse. 

The speelmena of the common rhub miunow (Semolilut corpo- 
ra/it), ranging from fire-eighths Inch to one Inch, Indicate some¬ 
what doubtfully an exception to the general rule respecting the 
early food of Hihea. Only seven per cent, of the food was en¬ 
tomostraca, and the whole remainder consisted of filamentous 
algie. It should be noted, however, that twenty per cent, of the 
fo^ of the smalleet specimen, which was five-eighths of an Inch 
long, was cyclops, and It may be that semotllus lives wholly on 
entomostraca at first, merely cbanglog Its habit earlier than moat 
of Its alllea. 

Two specimens of Xotropit, an inch and a half In length, had 
eaten nothing but Dsphulda. 

CATOSTOU1D.V. 

Thirty specimens, representing five genera of this peculiar 
family, were atndled. A very curlons feature of the food of the 
young Is the frequent dependence of snekers of conslderabla 
size—six Inches long or more—upon food still more trivial than 
copepoda orlynceldtc; viz., upon rotifers, protozoa and unicel¬ 
lular algie. While only such protezoa were found as are fur¬ 
nished with firm tests or carapaces, yet the abundance of diffiugla 
and arcella In the intestines of these fishes leaves Uttle donbt 
that the more perishable protozoa mast also be taken In consid¬ 
erable quantity. It la an Interesting fact that even here the 
amallest specimens were found feeding on entomostraca only, 
and It la therefore possible that these form the first food of the 
family. 

Ten specimens of the stone-roller (HypenMium nigrtearu), rang¬ 
ing from one snd three-eighths to three Incbee, represent two 
dates and localities. The four smallest, none longer than an Inch 
and ihree-foarttae, were taken from the lower Fox, Jnly (, 1879. 
The others were obtained from Mackinaw creek. In Woodford Co., 
III., Ill the Utter part of Angnat The sltnatlons were similar, 
both strrsma being swift and rocky where these fish#* were 
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etaghk Their food wu chiefly the Urrn of chlroaomas (nloety 
per cent), the remelning tenth being princIptUy made up of 
alona (tlx per cent.). Oatracoda, copep<^ and algee each made 
about one per cent, of the food. The aigm were mostly diatoms 
and desmlds, cloeterlum being especially common. Many 
difflugla and arcella were also found In these Ashes. 

We trace In this a remarkable resemblance to the food of the 
darters, which, It will be remembered, frequent similar situa¬ 
tions. l,acktng the sucking mouth of hypentellum, they do not 
take protosoa or unicellular algie, but In other particulars agree 
closely with this species. This curious flsh Is peculiar among 
the suckers In the unusual development of the pectoral fins,—a 
distinguishing feature of the darters likewise,—doubtless related. 
In both cases, to the constant struggle with a swift current. We 
may also remark the darter-lIke glow of color In the young of 
this species,—a very peculiar distinction among the catostomldie. 
Tbis Is one amoug many facts which Indicate that eiposure to 
light has great primary effect on the color of flsbes, - an effect 
often suppressed, through natural selection, by secondary Influ- 
uuces, but manlfestlug Itself where these are not brought Into 
play. 

This species Is In marked contrast with the darters, not only In 
the rapidity of Its growth and the ultimate size attained, but In 
the form and size of the head, which In the darters Is small and 
pointed, but In these Ashes la unusually large, square and strong. 

The principle of adaptation has here resulted In a different line 
of development. Wblle the little etheostomatidie have become 
Htted to slip and pry about beneath the stones for their food, 
hypentellum has acquired the power of rolling the atones before 
It. As It grows larger It retorts, of course, to deeper water, but 
always prefers the rocky reaches of the stream. The moulding 
power of natural selection could scarcely have a better Illustra¬ 
tion than that afforded by the adaptive characters, both similar 
and dissimilar, of these two widely separated groups of Ashes. 

A single small specimen of black sucker (Mlnytrema melanops) 
was too large properly to come within this group; but, although 
six inches long, most of its food was cyclope (eighty per-.cent). 
Other items were alona, difflugla, closterlum and very" young 
unlonea. 

Four chub-suckers (Eremyzon sucetta'i, two of which were 
Ibree-fourtbs of an Inch and two an loch and a quarter lot g, 
differed greatly In food from the foregoing. The two smaller 
specimens, from Long L., near Pekin, taken June 3, 1880, bad 
eaten only cladrcera witb a trace of water mites. Cbydorus was 
the principal element of their food (eighty per cent.), but plen 
roxus, alona and Seaphoteberii mueroitaitu were also present. 
In the two larger specimens, locality and date unknown, a sur¬ 
prising number and variety of the minutest animal and vegetable 
forms were found. Squamella, anurea of several species, Jtoti- 
frr vuZ/^aris and other rotifers; difflugla and arcella* among the 
protozoa; cbroococcus, closterlum, cosmarium, staurastrum and 
various diatoms among the algee, were the principal genera. A 
minute agrion larva, a very young amphipod, and larval cope- 
pods (naupllus), were tbe only other kinds recognized. It was 
obviously Impossible to make any estlmat* of the ratios of such 
minute and varied objects occurring In such great quantity, and 
I have contented myself witb a simple enumeration. 

-A specimen three Inches long, from Peoria lake, In October, 
bad eaten only copepoda (canthocamptus) with a trace of chlron- 
omus larvie. 

Ten specimens of red-horse (Myxostoma), varying In length 
from an loch to two and tbree-fourths, taken to July and August, 
trom tbe Fox and Illinois rivers and from Mackinaw Cr., show no 
important differences of food. 

In tbe smaller specimens, taken from the Fox and Illinois, En- 
tomostraca, especially Cyprids, were relatively more Important, 
sometimes constituting nearly tbe whole food; but no attempt 
was made to fix precise ratios. In the four larger specimens 
from Woodford Co., tests of Difflugla were estimated to form 
eigbty-flve percent, of tbe contents of the Intestines. These spec¬ 
imens were taken one at a time, several miles apart, along a 
rocky part of tbe stream. Besides tbe species of Difflugla and 
Arcella given In tbe foot-note, various de mids and diatoms were 
abundant, with fllamentous Algss, rotifers (Squamella and Rotifer 
vulgaris), cyclope, alone, pleuroxus and water mites, chlronomus 
and other diptera larvic, some undeterminable vegetable matter, 
and a single thrlps (bemiptera). The small percentage of cblro- 
nomus larvss shows that this species has not the habit of the 
stone roller. 

Two specimens of the common sucker (Catostomus commerso- 
nll), six Inches and six and three-fourths In length, taken from 
Mackinaw creek. In August and June, had eaten food so similar to 
that of tbe preceding genua, that detailed description Is unneces¬ 
sary. 

Two specimens of tbe commonest buffalo flsh (Ichtbyobns), 
seven-eighths of an loch long, bad eaten most freely of unicellular 
algte (sixty-tbree percent), of which only protococcus and clos¬ 
terlum were recognized. Specimens of anurea were reckoned at 
twenty-seven percent, and the remainder of the food consisted of 
copepoda and cladocera. These specimens were taken from the 
Illinois river In early June. 

Four carp-suckers (carplodes), seven-eighths Inch to two inches 
long, taken from the Illinois and from Clear L., In Kentucky, had 
fed like the preceding genus, except that the entomostraca were 
In larger quantity (forty-eight per cent.), and Included a number 
of ostracoda, while tbe rotifers were comparatively few. The 
daphnildte of tbe Illinois R. specimens were nearly all Seaphote- 
lieris mucrouatiis. Canthocamptus In trivial numbers was also 
found In a single specimen. 

Reviewing the food of these thirty young suckers, we see that 
they differ from tbe other families studied In tbe larger food re¬ 
sources open to them; for, wblle tbe structure of their mouths 
does not prohibit their taking entomostraca, it enables .them to 
draw upon tbe multitudes of minute organisms found upon tbe 
bottom. Evidently they have no means of selecting such micro¬ 
scopic structures from the mud In which these most frequently 
jest, and considerable quantities of dirt are consequently often 
found In the Intestines; but from the “ richness” of the contents 
I Infer that they doubtless have the power of distinguishing mod 
containing a large percentage of organic matter from relatively 
barren portions. 

SILURIOyft. 

Numerous specimens of the young of this family show that, 
notwithstanding its many pkcullarltles of structure and habit. It 
Is no exception to the general rule respecting tbe food of tbe 
young. The smallest of these specimens were from a little 
school of minute fry, Uken In June from tbe friendly protection 
of an old oyster-can in the Illinois R. These little qreatures were 
colorless and seemingly almost helpless, and onlythr e-elgbtbsof 
an Inch In length. They bad already begun to eat, however, and

Other specimens of this genus, making thirteen In all, none 
longer than an Inch and five eighths, were obtained from various 
places on tbe Illlifols, and from mud-holes In tbe Mississippi boL 
tome, lo Union Co. These thirteen Individuals were feeding 
almost wholly on Eotomostraca and larvm of Chlronomus, the lat¬ 
ter composing seventy-four per cent, and the former eighteen per 
rantfrot their food. Twenty-tw’o per cent, of Cladocera Include 
Simoetphalut amerieauus and ■ 8. vetulus, Ceriodaphnia, and 
itaerothriz. latUornis,* Jur., a species not hitherto reported from 
this country. Among the Lynceldm (ten per cent.) I recognized 
Cbydorus, PUurmus dentalus, Alona and gurycereus lameilatus, 
and among the Ostracoda a species of Candona answering pri- 
clsely to the description of Candona bifaveiata. Say. A few 
young Amphipoda and a few unknown Insects' eggs account for 
tbe remainder of tbe food. 

Six specimens of JVbturus sialis, varying In length from seven- 
eighths of an Inch to an Inch and a quarter, differed from the 
foregoing In the much larger proportion of Chlronomus larvm 
(forty-one per cent.) and lo the twenty-six per cent, of young 
Aliorchalcs deniala ,—eaten by the larger specimens. These bad 
also taken seven per cent. larvas of Epbemerldie. Those under 
an Inch In length were peculiar only lo the large ratio of Chlron- 
omus larv® (slity-flve per cent.) a fact probably Indicating that 
tills species seeks Its food chiefly on tbe muddy bottoms. 

No specimens of the other genera of cat-flshea were taken small 
enough to show their earliest food, but as fur as can be judged 
from the food of four specimens of Ictalurus, from two and a 
half to three and a half Inches long, tbe other genera will not be 
found to differ especially from tbe foregoing. 


A single dog-flsh (amla), one and three-fourths Inches long, 
taken lo June, had eaten seventy per cent, of entomostraca— 
about equally copepoda and cladocera—and two -per cent, of 
larva, and pupw of chlronomus. A few young allorchestes and 
some corixas complete the brief list. 

Several specimens of amla under one Inch In length, whose 
anatomy I studied three years ago, I remember to have had 
their Intestines packed with entomostraca. 

LuriDoaTBiD.t:. 

^re also I shall have to content myself with such hints of the 
food of the young as are given by two or three specimens, as 
the youngest are not yet common enough In our collections to 
supply more material for a study of tfieir food. One of tbe two 
smallest gars examined, an Inch and a fourth In length, taken In 
June, near Peoria, had tilled Itself with 8caphoteberts mucronata, 
and the other bad taken only a minute flsh. A specimen two 
Inches long and only an eighth of an Inch In depth, furnished a 
striking Illustration of the voracity of this terror of our streams, 
as Its stomach contained sixteen minute cyprinolds. 

SUMMSRV. 

A sufficient recapitulation of the foregoing data Is afforded by 
the appended table of the food of the different genera. It may 
be worth while to say that all the material upon which the fore¬ 
going statements rest, as well as all that used In the pre¬ 
ceding paper, has been carefully preserved, aud may be seen at 
any time by those Interested, at tbe State Laboratory of Natural 
History. 

The genera] conclusion from these observations Is the supreme 
Importance of entomostraca and the minute aquatic larva, of dip¬ 
tera as food for nearly or quite all of our fresh-water flehea—a 
conclusion that gives thdse trivial and neglected creatures, of 
whose very existence the majority of the people are scarcely 
aware, a prominent place among themost valuable animals of the 
state, for .without them all our waters would be virtually depop¬ 
ulated. Other facta of eminent Interest thus brought to view are 
tbe magnitude and Intensity of the competition for food among 
the young of all orders of Ashes, where a stream is fully stocked, 
and the Injurious character of such a species of the shovel-flsb, 
which feeds on entomostraca throughout Its life. It Is probable 
that all flsbes which are not especially adapted to the food re¬ 
quirements of the more valuable Ashes, are hurtful to them, 
because they limit tbe food available for the young Thesun- 
flshes, whose shape protects them from many enemleB,and tbe cat- 
Ashes, with their armor of poisoned spines, are Instances in 
point. While their young compete with the young bass and 
wall-eyed pike for food, they do not furnish the latter any Im¬ 
portant food resource In later years. On the other hand, such 
species as tbe herbivorous minnows and the cylindrical suckers, 
which depend upon entomostraca to a less extent when young, 
or take up other food at ii relatively early period, are those which 
seem to promise best as food for the higher flsbes. 

It Is a curious corollary from the above reasoning that a pro¬ 
lific species having an abundant food supply, and Itself the most 
Important food of predaceous fishes, may, by extraordinary mul¬ 
tiplication, so diminish the food of the young of the latter as to 
cause, through Its own abundance, a serious diminution of the 
numbers of the very species which prey upon It. To put this 
statement Into more concrete form. It is not certain that tbe e x¬ 
cessive Increase of the gizzard shad, (or Instance, would be a 
benefit to the black bass and pike-perch which feeds so largely 
upon H. In fact. It Is clear that the great overstocking of a 
stream with gizzard shad would, by eventually reducing the sup¬ 
ply of entomoslrac. 1 , cause a corresponding reduction In the num¬ 
bers of all the species of that stream by starvation of the young ; 
and this decimation, applying to all in tbe same ratio, would 
take effect upon the ordinary number of the other species, but 
upon tbe extraordinary number of the gizzard shad would re¬ 
duce the other species below the usual limit, but might not even 
cut off the excess of the shad above that limit. Consequently, 
Important as Is tbe supply of food fishes for the predaceous 
species. It Is not less Important that the pr.-dsceous species should 
be supplied to eat up tbe food. Here, as elsewhere, only barm 
can come from an Imperfect balance of the forces of organic 
nature, whether the excess be upon one side or the other. 

In the effort to Increase the valuable fishes of a lake or stream. 
It Is not sufficient that the food of these species should be In¬ 
creased alone, but at tbe same time special measures must be 
Uken to secure a corresponding multiplication of the predaceous 
Ashes themselves, otherwise predsely the reverse result may bo 
produced from that Intended. 

As a further Illustration of some of the practical bearings of 
these facU, it may be noticed that the free access of flsbes to the 
ponds, lakes and marshes connected with a stream, Isa matter of 
the highest Importance. Running water Is relatively destitute of 
entomostraca, and hence fishes denied access while breeding to 
slow or stagnant water In which entomostraca abound, have no 
chance to multiply. The condition of flsh life In the Lower Fox 
river will Illustrate this point This stream take sits rise In the 
numerous lakes of Northwestern Illinois and Sonthern Wisconsin, 
but In Its lower course has few branches and no stagnant waters 
draining Into It Its own enrrent Is swift and much of Its bed la 
rocky, while the vast expanse of water of which It forms the out¬ 
let prevents any great oscillations of Ite level with the consequent 
flooding of adjacent lands. This part of tbe stream la therefore 
peculiarly unlit (or breeding purposes, and we should expect few 


fl-ih to malnUIn themselves In it If denied access to the Immense 
and teeming breeding grounds of the upper part of the river 

*• effectu»lly cut off by several dams, unprovided 
with fish ways, which have been thrown across the stream. A flsh 
which enters the river from above therefore cannot get back to 
breed,—a fact which must unfavorably affect tbe number of 
flahee In both river and lakes, and la apparently one cause of an 
unusual scarcity of game fishes In that stream.

Mr. B. F. Shaw presented a copy of tbe Iowa fish-way laws for 
consideration as follows; 

CUAPTEK 133.—An act to provide for the further enforcement 
of chapters SO and 188, of the Acts of the 17th General As¬ 
sembly, In relation to tbe construction sod attachment of fish¬ 
ways to dams. 

Be II enacted by tbe Oenei-al Aseeinbly of the State of Iowa; 

SacTtON 1. That within thirty days after the passage and pub- 
lloAtion of this act, each clerk of the board of supervisors. In any 
county In this state In which there Is any dam constructed across 
any stream therein, shall notify tbe sUte figh commissioner of 
the height of each dam In hta county, the width of tbe stream 
where the dam is constructed, the character of the foundation 
upon which each dam rests, and shall give to him all other In¬ 
formation necessary to convey to said commissioner an Intelli¬ 
gent understondlng of the situation and location of each dam In 
said county. 

Ssc, 2. That wlthla thirty days after the receipt of said no¬ 
tice, the Elate comml-sloner shall acknowledge the same by mall, 
and within thirty days from that date, the said commissioner shall 
send through the United States mall or by express, to the clerk 
of the said hoard of supervisors, plans and specifications, also one 
model (qr each county to be retained by the auditor for refer¬ 
ence, suitable for the construction of a fish-way for each dam re¬ 
ported as aforesaid, and the expenses connected therewith to be 
paid by the county receiving tbe same, and tbe said clerk shall. 
Immediately on the receipt of said plans and specifications, cause 
a notice to be served In tbe same manner as required for the 
service of original notices and returned to the auditor for preser¬ 
vation ; which notice shall be directed to tbe owner, agent or 
party In charge of tbe dam, and which shall Inform said owner, 
agent or party that model, plans and speciflcstlona are In his 
office, subject to his Inspection, for tbe constrnctlon of a fish¬ 
way to said dam, and, that, unless he consult tbe same and com¬ 
ply therewith within sixty, days, the county will proceed to con¬ 
struct tbe same, and the costs end penalties therefor will be made 
a tax lien on the entire premises on which such dam la situated. 

Ssc 8. If, within sixty days after the service of said notice, the 
owner, agent or parly In charge shall fall to construct and at¬ 
tach a flsb-way to sneh dam, as required by the commissioner, 
then the county board of supervisors shall Immediately proceed to 
construct and attach tbe same, and when so constructed and at¬ 
tached, tbe original cost and twenty per cent thereon as a pen¬ 
alty shall be entered upon tbe Ux books of the county, and shall 
be a Hen on laid property, to be collected In the same mannar 
at provided by law lor tbs coUeetiou of other taxes.

A miller protested In regard to Iowa fish-ways. In the Iowa 
Sureka, as follows: 

Chapter 123, Section 3, of said law, reads: “ If, within sixty 
days after the service of a notice by the sheriff of the county, the 
owner, agent, or party lo charge, shall fall to construct and attach 
a flab-way to such dam, as required by the commissioner, then the 
county board of supervisors shall Immediately proceed to con¬ 
struct and attach the same; and when so constructed, the 
original cost and twenty per cent, thereou, as a penalty, shall _be 
entered upon the tax hook of the county, and shall be a Hen on 
said property, to be collected In the same manner as provided by 
law for the collection of other taxea.” 

Section 4 reads: “To carry out any of the provisions of this 
act, the county b -urd of supervisors may Issue county warrants 
for the payment of such expenses, and when the taxes are paid, 
the warrante and all accrued Interest thereon shall be refunded to 
the county, and the balaucc, after paying the clerk and state com¬ 
missioner and board of supervisors for their services, etc., the 
proceeds to be paid over to the county treasurer, and will become 
a part of the school fund." 

To this the flsh commissioner adds, on hla own responsibility, 
with all the dignity that belongs to hla office. In his notice to 
mill owners: “ No temporizing or temporary work will do, as It 
will be St the mill owner’s expense, as the law requires him to 
keep It In constant repair.” 

Mr. Editor, I am a citizen of these United States, and desirous 
of showing willing obedience to the law* thereof. I derived my 
. title to my land from the United States government, clear of any 
and all encumbrance, without any reservation of erecting or up¬ 
holding fish-ways for the benefit of other parties. Therefore I 
claim protection from the United States from Imposition and un¬ 
just laws. Neither the State of Iowa nor any ot ier state has any 
right to pass any Uw that will annoy, hamper, endanger, or de¬ 
preciate the value of any man's property, withi ut paylbg him In 
full for all damages he may sustain. If the people of tbe State 
of Iowa want to preserve the fish, what claims have they on tbe 
mill owners to compel them to be at all the expense? Does It 
benefit the miller more than tbe farmer, or any one else? Do they 
consider the mill owner an intruder? Do they prefer cat-fish and 
wall-eyed pike to tbe manufactarlng interesta of the state? If so, 
why don’t they pass a law that will give them the power to de¬ 
stroy all the mllldams In tbe state, and give tbe fish k chancel 
They have just as much right to pasa a law of this kind, as they 
havt to piaa the other. 

What btfieflt doM ths miller deriv* from this heavy ezpendl* 


turo of money? Yon rarely find a miller with a fish-pole Id hie 
hand. It la not this class of men who reap the benefits from the 
fish law. For my own part I would give considerable money If 
there were not a fish In our rivers. They are the cause of bring¬ 
ing a parcel of lazy loafers to our fishing grounds, from the coun¬ 
try and towns, who destroy the surrounding properly, tearing'- 
down and burning fences, and desecrating the Sabbath day, to 
the annoyance of quietj peaceable, and law-abiding citizens. Of 
course there are a few exceptions to this rule. Is It for a claas 
of men and boys like that the millers are required to be at from 
$300 to $500 expento la erecting a llsh-way to preserve the flsh 
and contribute to their pleasure; not alone this amount of ox- 
iienJlture, hut they are riqiilred to keep this annoyance and en¬ 
cumbrance In perpetual repalr,oo matter whether It Is carried out 
by any flow of Ice and loga that passes over the dam—which will 
be the case nine times out of ten—or whether It carries out tbe 
dam as well. 

Heretofore the mill owners of the State of Iowa have been 
well protected In tholr rights by the enactment of good sound 
laws on water privileges; and for thla reason Iowa stands second 
to no grain oisuufaeturing state In o ir Union-as the rejmrU 
from the late Millers’Convention at Cincinnati will show. Is It 

possible that all the protection we have heretofore enjoyed Is to 
be destroyed by some wild fish fanatic who cares more for a wall¬ 
eyed pike or a snn-fish than he docs for all the manufacturing 
Interests of the sUte? Let the millers of the state rlae In their 
might and defend themaelvee against such unjust and arbitrary 
laws, as they have done heretofore In such cases of Imposition, 
and they will undoubtedly comd out victorious 

If thla fish law can be enforced, then the next law I expect to 
see enacted will be one requiring every fanner who owns 18(1 
acres of land on the line of any railroad throughout the state of 
Iowa to build, grade sud lay a track the entire length of his farm 
at hla own expense. Not only this, but the law will require him 
to keep It In eonstant repair, at the risk of losing the balance of 
bis farm If he docs not comply with all the requirements of the 
law, whether from unwillingness or Inability. All these benefits 
he Is expected to donate to the travel of the general public. Why 
DOt enact and enforce a law of this kind? One can ba as easily 
enforced as another. I can see no difference. 

If the people of the State of Iowa want to stock their rivers 
with fiih, why not levy a general state tax for the purpose of 
erecting these fish-ways and keeping them In repair, al the same 
time giving the mill owner a guarantee that any damages he may 
sustain from the erection of such fish-way will be promptly paid 
by the state, or the county In which therolll-dam le located. The 
stale haa no more claim on the mill owner In thla respect than It 
has on the farmer, mechanic, or any other class of men. I think 
It is the duty of the preaa throughout tbe elate to come out boldly 
and denounce all such unjust laws. *Ii stice. 

Mr. Shaw replied: After giving the law, the eorrespoudent, 
who evidently, from what Is written, Is a mill owner, gives what 
appears to be bis earnest, honest sentiments, and states quite f ally 
what he thinks to be the grievances to which dam owners are enb- 
Jected by the fish-way law. Being a good argument from bis 
point of view, it deserves a careful and candid consideration at 
the hands of the public. ... 

He says first, “ I am a citizen of the United States and desirous 
of showing willing obedience to the laws thereof. I derived my 
title from the United States government, clear of any and all en- 
cnmbrance, without any reservation of erecting or upholding fish¬ 
ways for the benefit of other parties,” and claim protection from 
any law that will hamper, endanger, or depreciate the value of my 
property, without payment In full for all damages sustained.’ 

The writer overlooks the fact that he Is but one of the several 
hundred that have obtained titles exactly alike from the general 
government to tbe banka of the Wapalplnlcon river, and that by 
making the river Impaaeable for flsh he haa been depreciating the 
value of their property, thereby doing Individually to all these 
parties Just what he n )W complains the state should not do to 

**'we hold these principles to be well settled by usages and de- 
ctslooa—so many that we find It Impossible lo a abort article to 
quote but a very lew of them: 

1. In any grant from the public to Individuals, any privilege 
which Is not expressly granted Is withheld. 

2. A river Is a public way. 

3. The right to the water and flsh In a stream la a Joint one to 
all the owners, and must be so used by each as not to unrea oua- 
bly Interfere with the rights of others. 

4. The passage of fish In a river Is a public right. 

5. The legislature has the right to make such laws as will pro¬ 
tect the public from Injury by an Improper use of any of these 
public rights. 

To partially prove the correctness of these position I we will sub¬ 
mit a few decisions: 

“ Every owner of a dam holds It on condition or limitation that 
a sufficient and reasonable passage way shall be allowed for flsh. 
This limitation, being for the benefit of the pnbllc. Is not extin¬ 
guished by any Inattention or neglect In compelling the owner to 
comply with It.”—(Stonghtoo v. Biker, 4 Mass.. 538.) 

In that esse there was neglect to build a fish-way from 1634 to 

1789; but It was held that the duty continued. 

“The preservation of fisheries Is for tbe bonefit of the public. 
The right to have the fish pasa up a river Is a public right The 
right to catch tbe flsh Is In the owners of the soil: but the right 
to have the fish there, so that they can be caught Is a public 
right.” (Commonwealth v. Essex Co.. 13 Gray, W7). 

“ Tbe grant of privileges and exemptions to a corporation Is 
strictly construed against the corporation, and In favor of the 
public Nothing passes but what Is granted In clear and ex¬ 
plicit terms.” (Ohio Life Ins. Co. v. Debolt, 16 Howard, 485.) 

“ Ownership of the banks and bed of a stream gives to the pro¬ 
prietor tbe exclusive right of fishery opposite bis land, as well as 
tbe right to use the water to create power to operate mills; b'lt 
neither the one nor the other, nor both combined, confer any 
right to erect obstruction In a stream to prevent tbe tree passage 
of flsh up and down tbe river at their accustomed seasons, as 
such obstructions would Impair and nltlmataly destroy all sneb 
rights owned by otberproprietors, both above and below tbe ob¬ 
struction on such stream. 

“Sneh water power la everywhere regarded a public right, and 
fisheries, even In waters not navigable, are so tar pnbllc rights 
that tbe legislature may ordain and sstabllsh regulations to pre¬ 
vent obitrnctioDS to tbe psssage of fish, and to prevent ob¬ 
structions to tbe passage of flsb, and promote tbe usual and 
unlnterrnpted enjoyment "Of the right by riparian owners." 
(Commissioners v. Holyoke Water Power Co., Bnpreme Court of 
United Btatee, December Term, 1873). 

This Holyoke case Is tbe most noted that has ever been de¬ 
termined In this country, and was especially favorable to the dam 
owners, as a moment’s glance at what was claimed by the de¬ 
fendants will show. 

It was claimed for them, as has been claimed by our corres¬ 
pondent, that they bad a good title from tbe government, and ao 
were eotltled to use their property ae they saw fit. 

It was claimed that they bad need the water power, as they 
were using It, tor a long period of time, and so had obulned the 
right to nae It by statute of Umltattoo. 

It waa olalmsd that they had aupnidad $8,000,000 la UDproT« 


log their power, and to it was agslnet public policy to compel 
them to put In a fish-way. Also, that they had paid owners of 
fishing or riparian rights above their dam $20,000 f ir those rights, 
and that that fact should relieve them. 

But more especially It was claimed that they bad a special 
charter permitting them to build just such a dam as they bad 
built from tbe state legislature. 

We have not time or space to go over this case, but will sim¬ 
ply ssy that all that was claimed for the defease waa proved or 
admitted; that It waa argued by eminent connsel, both before tbe 
supreme court of Massachusetts and the supreme court of the 
United States; that on August 31,1873, the supreme conrt o( 
Massachusetts entered a decree against the defeudants, compell¬ 
ing them to put In a fish-way; that upon appeal lothe supreme 
court of tbe United States, the decree was affirmed at the Decem¬ 
ber term, 1878, and that the owners were compelled to pat lo e 
fish way. We could cite dozens of declelona bearing upon the 
questloD, and In all our reading know of no one declelon that has 
not borne In the same direction. So we consider the question 
virtually settled, so far aa the courts are concerned. 

The judiciary committee of tbe house and senate of the 
17lh General Assembly of Iowa, composed of the beat of legal 
talent, so determined and reported, after a fall Inveatlgallon, 
when this law waa before them for their action. 

Outelde of this question of law there la one of right or “Jns- 
tlce.” Originally all the purchasers of property aloug a stream 
pay tbe same price for their lauds. Fish were abundant along the 
streams, and are the property of the joint owners. One man 
builds a dam that effectually stops the passage of flsh; but aa 
they are plenty, no one objects. The mill power brings wealth 
to the owner, until be boasta of Its value. Tbe dam brings bar¬ 
renness of fish to tbe stream, until tbe mill owner, scorning the 
little that Is left, says: “I would give considerable money If 
there were not a fish In our river.” 

Now those who have suffered those lo.ues ask those who have 
assumed to own all there was of value along the river, and in so 
doing nearly destroyed their neighbors’ rights, to so use the 
privileges they are enjoying as to permit Ihe flsh to pasa up the 
streams through the waste water that fl'ows over their dams. In 
order not to entirely annihilate the flsh—knowing full well that 
what they ask will only partially restore to them their rights, 
but being willing to suffer this much rather than to Injure In 
the Ifiast the water powers that furnish tbe motive power for an 
Industry which Is fully and justly apprecljited. 

The fair discussion of thla qnestlon would occupy more space 
than we have at our command, but we think that what we have 
said covers the caee fully, where the builders own the land wholly 
npon which their dams are bnllt. But, It might be added, In 
meandered streams, like tbe Wapslplnlcon, a portion of the land 
upon which tbe dams are built—that Is, the bed of tbe stream— 
has never been bought or sold, aud belongs as justly to the 
poorest person In these United States, as to tbe parlies who 
sesame to own tbe dams tbit are upon them; and there Is no 
qneatloo, as a matter of fact, but that an action for tbeir entire 
removal could be sustained lu the proper courts. If sufficient 
cause were sbown for so doing. 

Wbat we have written Is In thoJiladllest of feeling toward mill 
owners, but Is what we believe lo 'n the facta and the law In the 
case, and what Is tieing deipauiiu*i oy the masses of our people at 
tbe hands of owners of dams. 

Tbe fish commissioner claims to have made plane of fish-ways, 
as tar os he was able, so that they shall not Interfere with the 
water powers (ns they only nss the waste water), and that, In his 
opinion, they will add strength to the dam, while they are as 
cheap as durability and efficiency will permit. B. F. Sqaw. 

Mr. Ballou: “1 think the view of the millers very narrow. All 
citizens have to do something for tbe good of others, provide 
and keep road-ways in repair, etc. Tbe fish-ways are as public 
as tbe road-ways.”

Editor CaiCAOO Field: —Tbe following I# the account of a 
deer bunt In the Michigan pinea. aa taken from the diary of 
Capt. E. H. Qlllmao, the commander In chief of the party, and 
publlabed In tbe Pmt and Tribune of tbia city: 

“There are few aporta more exciting lhan a deer-hunt In the 
pine wooda of thia atate. The few who are fortunate enough to 
have participated In an eveut of that character Invariably return 
with entbnalaatlc and atlrrlng remlnlaccncea of tbe Incldenta of 
the aport, and treaaure all the mrmenlora of the occaalon, with 
an earneatneaa that would be t-x ravagitnt, were It not ao evi¬ 
dently alncere. The party that left here Tbaukaglvlng evening 
for Oaceola county and relumed only laat Friday night, are not 
exceptional In thIa reapect. Every member of the little band 
recites the detalla of the trip with an enthuslaam that leaves no 
room for doubt aa to the genuine pleasure which such an expe¬ 
dition affords. The hardahlpa are laughed at; the Isolation la 
declared a luxury; the weird grandeur of the foreat primeval and 
the awful lonellneas of Its rcceeaos are described as Inspiring and 
elevating; and the aport Itself la pronounced tbe moat excitable 
and thrilling known to modern hunters. 

“It was under the captaincy of E. H. Olllman that Superintend¬ 
ent A. J. Rogers, J. E. Long and Frank Eddy of Detroit, .James 
Moore of Toledo, and Wm. MeSweney of Fraaler, started for tbe 
woods. Their experlencea are admirably sketched, and consider¬ 
able loformathm useful to similar expeditions la contained in a 
Journal kept by Capt. Olllman. Through the obliging compli¬ 
ance of that rcrlbe It la possible to give some excerpts. They 
areas follows: 

“The Olllman deer hunting party left Detroit for Bay City at 
10:10 o’clock the evening of November 25 on the Detroit and 
Bay City road. It was destined that our delighted spirits should 
bathe In the fiery floods and reside In thrilling regions of thlck- 
rlbbed Ice, and we began that experience of “ alternate degrees of 
heat and cold “ by plunging Into a sleeping car as hot as purga- 
toiyr. The temperature drove u.a out, however, and by resorting 
to the other cars we succeeded In keeping comfortable until Bay 
City was reached at 6 o’clock Friday morning. 

“Nov. 26.—Breakfast! d at the Frasier Houae, and at 8:30 
o'clock started by way of the Mscklnac dlvlslou of tbe Michigan 
Central railroad for Otsego Lake. Tbe journey to that place, 
where we arrived at 2:30 p. m., was of the pleasantest character. 
The genial conductor, James English, was already known to us 
through tbe reputation he has acquired for making bunting pjr- 
tles comfortable and helping them to all the Information obtain¬ 
able. His kindness did not fall us. * * * The party re¬ 
mained at Otsego Lake over night, having put up with mine host 
Brink of the Oteego Lake Houee. * * • 

“.VoT. 27.—Left the accommodating Brink at six o'clock this 
morning for Rogers' Lake, fifty-two miles distant. Our convey¬ 
ance was a sleigh of the most modern manufacture drawn by a 
team that ee^ed to spprclste the dignity of the party It was 
serving. At tbe half-mile honse, however, the horses gave out, 
tbe roads having proved of an abominable character, and the pos- 
slbllliy of further progress was getting more and more misty. 
Fortunately and surprisingly at this point we met Mr. E. 0. 
Avery, of Detroit, and J. M. Tiff, of New York City, both of 
whom own large lumbering Interests In Osceola county. Mr. 
Avery, with true north woods’ hospitality. Insisted on our taking 
bis team. He also gave us a letter to tbe, superintendent of his 
camp at which we arrived at nine this evening, completely fagged 
out. This Jaunt takes us twenty miles out of our way, but It is 
the best wo could do. * * • * • * Superintendent Mc¬ 
Donald, better known as “ Black Jack," has given us a welcome 
that cannot be equaled In Its cordial, outspoken sincerity. Our 
day’s Journey has been through the pines, and has taught us that 
we are getting away from tbe world. 

“Nov. 28.—Left Avery’s camp at 9 a. m. for our deellnatlon. 
• * * StoppedatFotter’s camp at 2:30 p.m., for dinner; left 
at 3:45 on a tedious ride to Miner’s camp, traveling by wagon, 
and reached this latter place at 0, tired and bruised from being 
jolted over one of tbe most fearful roads ever seen. Expected to 
find our guide, the famous Joe Kuriz, here, but learned that be 
was three mllea away at a campof his own. He came to us, how¬ 
ever, upon being notified of our arrival, and the party is turned 
over to bis merciful and considerate care. ****** 
Kurtz is ao old hunter, celebrated In this region for his skill with 
the rifle, and a genuine, open-hearted, frank frontiersman. Hla 
partner, Alber Bufor, “ Buck,” for short, la a fine, stalwart spec¬ 
imen of manhood. They are both splendid fellows, v * * * 

“Nov. 29.—At 8 a. m. we were about ready to start on our first 
hunt. We started a deer this morning, bnt failed to get him. 
Tbe dogs are still after him. Moved to day from Miner’s camp 
to Ruriz’s camp, and dubbed It the “Hote de Knrtz.’’ It is a 
snug ranch In the midst of tbe forest, where deer tracks are 
seen os plenty as sheep tracks around a barnyard. Kuriz, Long, 
and Rogers saw a deer, but Long was tbe only one who had a 
shot. His failure to secure bis game led Rogers to charge him 
with having bad an attack of “buck fever.’’ Long denied It; be 
said the lever of his gnn was up and be couldn’t pull the trigger. 
We are now keeping bachelor’s ball. Our first meal was a sup¬ 
per cooked by Chief Rogers, and It was first-class In every respect. 
The bill of fare was venison, pork, and potatoes boiled with tbe 
skins on. * * * At 9 p. m. the party are fixing their beds, 
which are made of balsam boughs with deer skin coverings. 
The dogs have not yet returned. * » * * 

“The Joumeyls continued In a fragmentary way from this day, 
the sport proving too engrossing to leave much time for keep¬ 
ing It. Nine deer were killed Tnesday, and each day had Its 
successes, until camp was broken Dec. 6. Attbat time tbe party 
had killed twenty-six deer. On their way back they stopped at 
Black’s camp, received a hearty welcome and royal treatmeat 
from Mr. Black, and left tbe morning of the 9th In a heavy 
snow storm for Otsego lake, which was reached at six p. m. 
Quarters were again taken with Mr. Brink, whose knowledge of 
hunting In that section Is almost encyclopedic, and whose facil¬ 
ities for aiding hunters are numerous and always opportune. 
The party also acknowledge their Indebtedness to Mr. Vaugh, of 
the Mackinac road for favors received. They reached home In 
excellent spirits with all the trophies of their expedition abont 
them.’’ Campus Mabthjb.

I know that many readers of the Crioaou Field remember 
the bore and snob Snoddleberg who figured so consplcuon.-ly In 
Mr. VanDyke’s splendid story “ Behind tbe Dog and Oun.’’ 
bear reader, did you ever see Snoddleberg! I have, and hunted 
with him. This Is the way I met with Snoddleberg, Jr. In the Fall 
of 1878 I visited my aunt’s for the purpose of taking a big shoot 
at quails, as I am passionately fond of wing shooting. The first 
morning I went to tbe stubbles I found quails very plentiful, and 
by noon I bad brought a goodly number to bag. When I returned 
to tbe bouse my large bag so encouraged my young friend, Y. M. 
J., that he expressed a desire to go with me in the afteruoeu. I 
told him I would Itbe to have a sompaDloD.

My friend did not claim to be a good wing shot; and to en¬ 
courage him, when tbe birds would fall, although I knew I was 
doing the killing, I would say: “There, Yeatman, we got three 
of ’em that time.’’ It always was what “ we’’ had done. At 
last he said: “Pshaw, Blrdo, why do you keep saying 'we* have 
killed ao many birds; you know It’s you, for I’m no shot." 

After a while be a»ld: 

“Look here, Blrdo, didn’t you say you Intended going quail 
bunting witbC. to-morrow I" I replied that I did. ’■ Well," he 
continued, “ If you hunt with him he will claim everything that 
falls—feathers and all." 

It turned out Just as Y. said, as the sequel will show. Bright 
and early the next morulug C. (Snoddleberg, Jr., I call him), 
came over to go hunting with me. We were soon out popping 
away at tbe birds. 

Bang, bang, Snoddleberg went for half an hour without bag¬ 
ging a bird. I was banging away, too, with tbe same result. 
Finally my dog pointed In ii thicket. We advanced and walked 
the bird up. The Instant tbe bird rose we both fired, and so near 
together that our guns sounded like one report. At the crack of 
our guns, and before the smoke bad cleared away Snoddleberg 
exclaimed: “There, by golly,/crippled him." And throwing 
my bead to one side to avoid the smoke, I saw the bird flying 
slowly with both legs hanging down, and he looked “baggy,” like 
Mark Twain’s frog, and then he “towered;" up, up, he went, and 
then I knew be was not long for this world, for all at once down 
be fell. Kind reader, I know that bird had some of my shot In him; 
for I held dead on him when I fired. But when Snoddelberg ex¬ 
claimed, “ By golly, / crippled him,” I said never a word. Not a 
word. I then thought of what Y. had told me the day before. 
Going some distance further, my dog pointed again. I was some 
distance behind, and before I could catch up, my dog broke bU 
point and rushed Into them. 8. fired his right barrel and cut one 
down, and by that time I was on band, and selecting a “ towerer’’ 
that was going over and between us, I drew on him and fired, 
but I was too late, for I saw Snoddleberg “ pulling down" on the 
same bird. Almost before the bird struck the ground 8. ex¬ 
claimed: “There, by golly, / got two of’em that time. Don’t 
you see that one out there by the dog, and this one out hero!” 

“Yes, I saw them." 

And didn’t I shoot at ’em. too! I did. 

What was the matter with my gun that it would not kill birds! 
Was I shooting blank loads! We soon separated, and then my 
gun commenced killing them right and left. I then beat a low, 
mar.-by place, going toward 8. Two birds rose before him, and 
sailed away, one going to tbe right, the other to tbe left. He 
missed tbe one to the right, but killed the other one. 

“Did you see me miss that bird to the right!" 

I said “I did." 

“Well,’’ he continued, “I will tell you why I missed, for you 
see I had a good fair shot. I put a double charge of shot In tbe 
left hand barrel, and the barrel I fired at the bird I missed, had 
no shot. Just look at the bird I killed," said he, holding up tbe 
bird, “don’t you see bow It Is torn to pieces by the double charge 
of shot! I tiioie that’s why I missed tbe other bird. I never 
miss a good fair shot." 

Bang, bang, he went, and didn’t ruffle a feather. Yes, I saw 
that, too. So did I see and know why that bird was torn up 
BO. It was more than twenty feet from the muzzle of hie gun 
when he fired at It But I held my tongue. Going some dis¬ 
tance “Mack" pointed again. S. was some distance oO, and I 
called him. We advanced and flushed the birds, and when they 
rose one of them tumbled at tbe crack of my gun, but 1 had no 
Idea of claiming It until Snoddleberg exclaimed: “I didn’t get 
a shot—my gun wasn’t cocked." It was a fact, be did not shoot 
It saved my reputation. You seq, I could kill birds If let alone. 
Now If Snoddleberg had fired a blank load, that would have 
been hla bird. I couldn’t kill ’em. That wound up the hunt 

Snoddleberg reminded me of Sluggs while on a deer bunt in 
Texas. Sluggs and Dobbins went deer bunting one night with a 
torch to shine the deer’s eyes. Dobbins went ahead with the 
light, while Sluggs lurked behind with a gnn to do the shooting. 
Sluggs saw a large pair of eyes shining In the darkness that 
looked like balls of fire. He fired, and something heavy struck 
the ground kerwhallup. “There!" shouted Dobbins who heard 
tdk gun, and the quarry fall, “ik have killed a big one.” “ We,” 
said Sluggs disdainfully, “/ am shooting this gun, and poii 
haven’t a thing to do with It." Advancing to where be heard 
his game fall he did not Sod the anGered buck that he expected, 
and turning to D, exclaimed: “Look here, Dobbins, why, 1 
declare, we have killed Sam Slick’s old sorrel mare I"

One Out of 1 Don’t Know How Many.

Editor Chicago Field:— Nearly thirty years ago, three hunt¬ 
ers might have been seen beating, not the hotels, but the stub¬ 
bles and comflelds of Wood county, Ohio, then a very paradise 
for game, more partlcolarly such as the upland shooter loves. It 
was nothing at all extraordinary to bag, the same day, five or six 
different varieties, and often In turning out our bag at night we 
would find qnalls, snipes, woodcocks, ruffed and pinnated 
grouse, with an occasional teal or mallard. There were rabbits 
ad lib. lor such as chose to encumber themselves with them. As 
Frank Forester would say, " No railroad desecrated that section 
in those days, the “nearest station being twenty-one miles from 
our shooting grounds; the only conveyance to and from this 
Arcadia was a stage, running on alternate days. The ease and 
certainty of finding game, the variety of one’s bag, combined 
with tbe beauty of tbe country, made Wood county the most 
delightful shooting ground tbe sportsman could wish for. Here, 
on a lovely Indian Summer day, early In tbe ’50s, three com¬ 
panions were enjoying themselves aa none but sportsmen can. 
Alas I the writer Is the only one left of that constant and 
and pleasant companionship. The others have, years ago, slLciI 
the mystery of death, and let us trust they have passed to hap¬ 
pier bunting grounds. I remember well we bad about finished 
our morning’s hunt, and were on tbe way home to dinner; ahead 
of ns lay a corn-field, partly cut; recent rains bad wet the ground, 
which I suppose was the reason for Its being left unfinished. We 
had scarcely crossed the old rail fence when onr dogs pointed, and 
several woodcocks flushed. Advancing slowly, at almost every 
step one or more birds would rise and fall, to rise no more; It 
was quick work, and In almost less time than It takes to tell 
we had bagged a dozen fine fat cocka. C, tbe oldest and most 
thoughtful of out party, orderM a truce. “ See here, boys, this 
won’t do; there Is no stage going to-day. If we shoot these birds 
and have to keep them they may spoil; let's go throngb tbe piece 
and see how many birds there are, and If this sort of thing holds 
out we will come down to-morrow and shoot them off In time to 
send them op on tbe stage nice and fresh.” . 

“ A happy thought," we all said, as It would be a pity to kill 
such a floe lot of birds and have them spoil. Bo we walked on, 
our dogs pointing here and there; birds to tbe right of us, birds 
to tbe left of ns. I well recollect bow bard it waa to me to keep 
“ mom." I mean my gnu. Onr dogs, faithful friends, doing 
their best and prettiest work, pointing stanncbly bird after bird, 
and, seeing them go away wlttont a shot, would tom ronhd and 
look na fnll la the laaa, as naek aa to say, “What tha dasaa la 
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the matterl this Is not business." Still we resisted ^temptation, 
and not another shot was fired, though a dozen times or more 
tbe guns would Involuntarily go up to tbe shoulder and cover the 
bird. Coming ont of the piece we agreed there most be at least 
forty or fifty birds, and that to-morrow we would come down and 
enjoy some right royal sport among them. 

Have you ever been a young, eager sportsman! After about a 
week’s delay, so It seemed to me, next day came bright and 
beautiful. With clean guns, and fresh ammunition, we started for 
our corn-field. Arrived at the spot, guns were examined, fresh 
caps put on (this was In the days before breech-loaders and choke- 
bores), boats buttoned up, dogs warned to be caretnl, and every¬ 
thing got ready for action. Crossing the fence as before, we 
walked on, on, on, but not a bird rose, though the ground was 
literally honeycombed with borings through the uncut and 
through tbe cut corn. One lazy old fellow, too fat to be pru¬ 
dent, was our only reward. We met at tbe further fence, and 
such looks of annoyance, disappointment and disgust I never saw 
expressed by tbe human countenance before or since. I could 
not help laughing outright. 

“ Guess we bito better not shoot those birds to-day, friend C., 
they might spoil." 

“Go to thunder. I’ll find those birds yet," said C. 

Well, we bunted every possible spot, timber, cornfields, thick¬ 
ets, and brakes for mllea around, bnt never a, cock we saw. Tak¬ 
ing tbe bint from the previous day, or thinking It a propitious 
lime to migrate, they had gone, one and all. Since that day I 
have twice witnessed the same thing, once with Spring snipe and 
another time with my old friends, Fall woodcocks; bnt never be¬ 
fore or since have I seen so many birds crowded Into so small a 
space as I did on that never-to-be-forgotten day In Wood county.

He says that 
there Is no doubt but the deer were driven out of Michigan, as 
there was a great deal of bunting done there the past Fall. 
Tbe country be found tbe deer In is one continuous dense thicket 
and swamp, andean only be entered when frozen solid.
